tion it. may be, before the great change is wrought ; that 
_is, by war, fire, famine, pestilence, earthquakes, and such 
like: and when the last great battle shall be fought on 

.,the plains of Armageddon, then Christ wilb descend to 
ithe earth, and establish that kingdom which is so often 

; prayed for, and the earth will then be filled with the 
knowledge of the Lord as the waters cover the sea, for 
mone. will. be left thereon but those who have condes- 
,cended to have been sheltered under the banner of his 
host through all the calamities, not having. their own 
righteousness, but the righteousness: of God in Christ.- 

To. corroborate this, the coming: of: Christ's kingdom in 
‚this way, we would refer you to Matthew xxiv., Mark xvi.,. 
. Luke xxi, and almost innumerable gists passages in the: 
ancient prophets” writings. 

‘Let us now see how these things are ‘working in the: 
-world, ‘and then review some of the events transpiring,. 
and shew how they are fulfilling- modern prophecy, 

n If we refer many: people to jhe wars, rumours of wars,- 
_ &e., now taking placa in the world, they will say, these- 
, things have always been in all: ages, Yes, say we, so they 
have, and this very. circumstance shews that God is un-: 
- changeable, and confirms all that we have now been say- 
ing, viz.—that he will not biing this great change about: 
miraculously by proselyting and converting the people, as 
it is called, but by destroying all power as before descri-- 
‘bed, that has set itself up in defiance of his will. 

Modern prophecy: then declares (page 9 “ Fulfilled 
Predictions”)! that the people of England “ are decreed! 
by heaven to assist:in the overthrow of all evils and op— 
pression, and that other nations must first suffer, though: 
this land ‘shall not: escape, but must be fitted for its great’ 
‘and mighty work.” And ‘in page 39 of the same work we 
‘read; “And even as I have declared, that: British rule, 
‘bower, and authority are fast verging to a close, behold F 
thüs saith the Lord, that, ere ‘this marvellous event cam 
be accomplished, other nations: must become prostrate, 
and succumb to my will.” To those who may have had, 
‘or still have dowbts on their minds as to the trath of mo— 
dern prophecy, because they have'affixed times in their: 
own minds for events to come to’ pass, and they have: 
‘failed to do so, study well the above words; and'not' to: 
‘tempt God any longer by saying in their hearts, as the- 
pebdple' of old did, ‘“‘ Where is the promise of his coming ? ide 
these things do not come to pass, but: all things: remain

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as they were?" But let them say as we say, “ watch the 
progress of events,” for no man knoweth the day and 


hour when God's wrath shall fall upon any nation; there- ` 


fore, although we have experienced many preludes of 
signs, such as severe tempests, unusually high winds both 
by sea and land, causing many shipwrecks by sea, and 
much damage -on the land, with thnnder and lightning 
in the winter season, and various phenomena has been 
seen in the heavens £ and have also experienced an almost 
unprecedented long severe winter and spring, with drought 
and north-easterly wind still continuing, (May 5, 1860) 
and other troubles and calamities may come upon us, 
yet it is deolared in prophecy that the calamity of war, 
&c., shall not visit this land till after we have experienced 
our first sign, vix.—the general budding or blooming of 
- the trees or shrubs in the winter season. 

Let us then look abroad, and see how. the avenging 
hand of God is at work. Look how strife, revolution and 
war have of late visited, and in very many places are still 
visiting the following places ; Mexico and the Great Salt 
Lake in North America; Paraquay, Peru, Chili, in South 
America; some of the West India Islands; many parts 
of Europe, and islands in the Mediterranean Sea; Russia, 
with the Circassians and others; India, China, and some 
of the Japan Islands, with many parts of Africa. In fact, 
the whole earth appears to be in a ferment and turmoil, 
“ men’s hearts failing them for fear of the things coming 
on the earth.” Hence, all men who read much, acknow- 
ledge that there never was a time in any age of the his- 
tory of the world, when all nations were so well prepared 
with all kinds of armaments for war, and had made so 
great preparations for war as at present. Thus then other 
nations have, and are now continuing to suffer as declared 

in revelation. 

We will now mention some of the thrones and empires 
_which have become prostrate, ere British power in this 
our land has been materially injured. The empire of 
Hayti,in the West Indies, have dethroned their Emperor 

` - and is now a republic, In Europe we have Lombardy, 
the grand duchy of Tuscany, and the duchies of Parma 
and Modena, which have all dethroned their dukes and 
rulers, under whose iron yoke of tyranny, degradation, 
and slavery they have for ages laboured, and have now for 

: the first time for many years obtained universal suffrage, 
chosen a constitution of their own,—joining Sardinia, 

- Romagna, a provimce in the Popes dominions, 
: has set him at defiance, shook off their bondage and sla- 
very under him, and likewise, by universal suffrage, have 
declared themselves subjests of the Sardinian king; and 

. Sicily now in open revolt, with Naples and others of the 
Pope’s dominions, are watching for the first opportunity 
to do the same. The Circassian king is now an exile in 

. Russia, and his dominions, with others, are. taken by 
Russia. India has long been over-run by a devastating 
foe, under whom they have suffered the greatest sufferings 
and cruelties, yet itis declared their sufferings under Bri- 

` tish tule will be but of short duration. But, although 
. they are to be freed from their present yoke, they are 
never again to be a free and independent nation, or inde- 
pendent divisions of nations. And what of Africa? The 

- “Daily Telegraph” of April 27th, states “ that France has 
subdued the regions of Ancient Numidia, and carried the 
southern frontiers of Algeria far into the great Sahara; 

, the once thickly peopled realm of Syphax has fallen to 
the French, and the power of Abd-el-Kader is but a name 

- and a memory, so completely has the ploughshare of the 
. victor passed over the palaces and fortresses of the native 
princes’ And further, “that France is now about to 


: send an army far into the interior, and to descend upon ` 


: Timbuctoo.” As for the doing of France iu Europe, she 
: has humbled Austria, seized upon Savoy and Nice, and, 
„although the people of Chablais and Faucigny object, and 
« Switzerland protests, and calls for the assistance of the 
- great powers to’ interfere, yet they only sympathize with 
: her, demur and grumble, protest and denounce, and offer 
s nothing but sulky acquiescence, And how do these things 
. further fulfil divine revelation? On the 40th page of 
“ Fulfilled Predictions,” we read thus.—‘ Now, therefore, 

, behold ! thus saith the Lord, that even though this nation 
(France) must assist, and be a participator in the despo- 
liation of other nations; yet, behold! itsq@lays are num- 

o bered, its dynasty shall be overthrown never again to rise, 
&e.” So that it is seen France is now doing the work 
ordained by heaven for her to perform, before she falls 
with all others, to make way for the happy millenium 
‘kingdom. And further, how is divine revelation fulfilled 
vin the overthrow of these ducal powers, and other Austrian 
and Italian dens of wretchedness, misery and want? On 
the 49th page of the “ Fulfilled Predictions,” we read— 


The angels who diffuse God’s wrath, 
Are now descended to the earth; 
The south and north, the west and east 
+. Shall hear the roaring of the beast, 
tiou. | Who shall rise up out of the sea, 
-œ = And have dominion o'er the free. 


Thus far of these lines, the great changes that have 
“been wrought with these people are literally fulfilled. 
They have, as we said before, chosen a constitution and 
aking, and this. choice is the King of Sardinia; and 
Sardinia, it is well known, is an island in the Mediterra- 
nean Sea. Thus has “ the beast rose up out of the sea, 
to have dominion o'er the free.” : me 
’ But the sceptic. will say, he is the King of Piedmont, 
his principal. dominions lie upon the continent, he cannot 
be the power spoken of. But we answer to all such, that 
Piedmont was only ceded to the King of Sardinia in the 
year 1815, the same as these provinces, may all be at the 
present time; and therefore his original designation is 
the King of the island of Sardinia, situate in the Medi- 
terranean Sea. But again, says the sceptic, in the lines 
he is called “ the beast,” a man to be the ruler aud king 
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over a people who of late have been making such rejoic- 
ings and demonstrations, and for the first time been able 
to call themselves free and independent, could never be 
called a beast. But we answer, Is he not an earthly mo- 
narch? Is he not one of the kings of the earth, whose 
power, with all others in turn, will be overthrown and 
trodden to the dust ? Consequently his power and domin- 
ion will be no more than any other of the kings of the 
earth, and he is as justly entitled to this designation as 
any other earthly prince. And have not these great chan- 
ges been spoken of and noised abroad through the length 
and breadth of the known world ? Hasit not been the 
wonder and amazement of the world, that a people whose 
situation is so beautifully described in the former part of 
the revelation following the above lines, should be thus 
freed trom their degradation and slavery, several of the 
provinces of which even without bloodshed ? And how 
can these things be accounted for except that the time of 
their deliverance was come ? God had long seen their 
sufferings, heard their crios, and is now fitting them for 
a still greater change, which they will experience after the

Is overthrown, under the reign of Christ, who will from 
thence be their, as well as our everlasting king.

ANCIENT AND MODERN PROPHECY.

In my last letter I called the attention of my reader to 
the wonderful concordance of the statements of prophecy, 
and such instances ean be greatly multiplied, which I 
shall propose to do some;ether time; but to-day let us fix 
our attention to the signs and events which must be next 
expected to transpire in this our own country. It appears 
to my mind clear and unmistekeable that God has given 
fixed and certain periods in which certain signs must 
transpire, in order to convince mankind at large that the 
prophecies given by his chosen prophet are really truthful 
and must come to pass. Therofore, Jet us apply all our 
perseverance, industry, intelligence, and ingenuity, to re- 
cognise the periods as they are given, in order to be able 
to test the word of God by the test which he himself has 
vouchsafed to give into Our hands for the satisfaction of 
our stiff-necked scepticism and unbelief. 

_ The angel of the Lord says (“ Book of Life,” page 89) 
“ When vegetation shall appear in general bud and bloom 
in the winter months, ‘all other events as above shall 
transpire in rapid succession, and be accomplished within 
the periods as named -iu the passage,” &0, And again 
(page 88), “ The first prelude and socond period of the 
sign of the budding and blossoming of the shrubs and 
trees in the winter season, shall be the first sign to the 


inhabitants of this land of the calamities which shall : 


follow.” The first thing to be remembered here is that 
the blooming and blossoming of the trees and shrubs 
shall be general, and not confined to trees and shrubs, but 
that all vegetation shall appear in general bud and bloom, 
or that the summer shall come in winter, as Nixon, the 
Chesshire prophet, expresses it. The next thing given is 
that the budding and blossoming of trees in the winter 


‘season shall be the first siga to the inhabitants of this 


land. The first prelude is past, and perhaps the second 
period as well, for trees and shrubs ware in bud and blos- 
som in the winter 1857-8, as well as 1858-9. But how 
many of the inhabitants ot this land did pay attention to 
it? Surely few, very.few. The more reason for us to do 
our best to spread the knowledge of this sign, and of 
what shall follow amongst the: people of the land, that 
the next and most important period of the general bud 
and bloom of vegetation in the winter months may not 
again pass by unnoticed by the bulk of the nation. Let 
us see, therefore, when we must expect this sign. In the 
“ Message,” 9th prophecy, or “ Book of Life,” page 8S 
and 89, we find: “ From the day when the first sign shall 
manifest itself to the inhabitants of ‘this land, four years 
shall pass ere the strife is endel, and two years shall 
then pass ere the kingdom of universal happiness and 
love be established. Therefore, from the date thereof to 
the final end, siz years shall only elapse ere the destruction 
of the present system is completed, and the new milleni- 
um era is thoroughly established.” And in the explana- 
tion, “ Book of Life,” page 89,—“ From the winter in 
which the general blossoming of the trees shall manifest 
itself in this land, six years shall only elapse ere the final 
end and overthrow of the present system, and evil abom- 
inations have been accomplished, and the great milleni- 
um era established in'Kurope and other two fourths of 
the whole world, and the people prepared for Christ's 


coming on tho last groat day which shall transpir , 
arrive after the rest of the oarth have been passed Ove 
and the armies of the world are gathered together nog,’ 
the holy city.” These passages contain a fow dittlenty. 
of which I shall speak at another opportunity, at Prony, 
it may be suflicient to understand from the first thay. 
years must elapse botween tho blossoming of tho trey 
avd the thorongh establishment of the millenium, Th 
second passage speaks of the same events, but in Mu} 
more comprehonsive terms, which may teach us that 4 
events at the eve of whieh we stand, must be so immen 
as to surpass all human comprehension, but that all wy 
transpire before Christ's coming on tho last great dy, É 
and therefore, within six years from the first sign may 
fested in this land. When the last day will bo, wo a, 
repeatedly told, but it may suffice to quote only the Pas 
sage of the “Scriptural Magazino,” page 233, whin 
says: 
Behold ! O man, the time I here afix 
When earthly power and worldly rulo shall end; 
One thousand eight hundred and sixty six, 
The everlasting Christ and King I send,” 


A full description of the day when Christ shall descen 
to claim his kingdom as his own, is given in the first n. 
velation of ‘Charity, Rest, and Freedom’ to which 
refer the reader, But if this day shall transpiro in 1864, P. 
and if the first sign shall manifest itself six years befor, f 
then this first sign must necessarily appear bofore the À 
ond of 1860. The sign of the general bud and blossom F 
of vegetation must therefore be munifost in this county 
before the close of the present year. The same Season 
domestic strife will commence, and in the following 
autumn (1861) the French will invade this country, and 
then, *“ Woe be to those who have not listoned to th — 
things which have been sent forth amongst them, for the 
winter in which the first sign shall appear, is within th 
span of the most feeble intellect.” 

Before you leave this article, my kind reader, let ng 
once more beseech you that you may not under-rate the 
importance of the subject. Do not forget that the re 
marks and idens set forth in this letter emanato froma 
single individual, who mny just as well be right as le 
may be led astray in his conclusions, Therefore, examine 
and search for yourself, and if there is anything wrong, 
do your best to correct the mistakes by whioh not only 
the writer of these words, but also a great numbor of his | 
readers, may be beset and misled.
